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a gene delivery device comprising a contact surface for contacting a tissue, wherein said 
contact surface comprises bristles; and 

a pharmaceutical composition comprising a nucleic acid, apolymerizeable compound, 

and a polymerizing agent. 

12. (Amended Twice) A kit, comprising: 

a gene delivery device comprising a graspable surface for attachment to a contact surface; 
at least one contact surface for attachment to said graspable surface, wherein said contact 

surface comprises bristles; and 

a pharmaceutical composition comprising a dye or other detectable moiety, a 
polymerizeable compound, a polymerizing agent, and a nucleic acid.
